Ball was making up his train pre­ 
parato ry to g o ing o ut o n his run, o ut 
o f Chicag o , and was in the act o f ad ­ 
justing the co upling when fo r so m e 
unkno wn reaso n the eng ineer hack­ 
ed up the train, catching the brake- 
man s head between the co upling and 
sm a shin g it bey o nd reco g nitio n. Ball 
was killed instantly . 


Mr. Ball had been in the emplo y 
o f the No rthwestern Railw ay c o m ­ 
pany fo r fifteen y ears and was co n­ 
sidered a trusted emplo y e. 
Mrs. Ball was preparing to leave 
the city fo r a visit 
with friends in a 
nearby to wn when the news o f her 
husb and’s death reached her.

Ball spent a very happy Christmas 
day with his little family and left 
his ho me Mo nday mo rning happy and 
full o f ho pe fo r the N ew Year. It 
was his intentio n o n his return fro m 
his trip to jo in his fam ily and spend 
several day s with them visiting with 
friends, li e had arrang ed with the 
co mpany to spend his N e w Years a* 
ho me an l he and his family were pre 
paring fo r a pleasant ho liday . 
Arthur Ball was well kno wn by all 
the trainmen who have runs o n the 
Galena divisio n and fo r several y ears 
wits brakeman fo r Co nducto r Patrick 
McGuire.

ho rse and ro de back to the parish 
ho use witho ut finishing his 
id« ?. 
The fo llo wing is the sto ry o f the 
affair as to ld by Father Bertho ld: 
“ 1 was riding alo ng the hig hway 
in deep tho ug ht when I heard the re­ 
po rt o f a g un nearby and in a sec­ 
o nd 1 heard the bullet wiiiz clo se to 
rtfy head. 
I 
instantly sto pped 
my 
ho rse and lo o ked aro und but « » ul I 
sec* no bo bdy . 1 
waited a few m in­ 
utes to see if so meo ne wo uld co me 
in sight, hut after waiting o nly a few 
minutes 1 reso lved to turn hack and 
finish my rid« 1 at so m e future time 
I think so me o f the farmers were 
sho o ting at so m eth in g in the air o r 
at a mark and did no t see me o n the 
hig hway .” 
Father Bertho ld is o f the o pinio n 
that it was an accident. 


Here is ano ther lesso n fo r peo pU 
who sho o t to exercise mo re care in 
sho o ting at o bjects near the 
hig.i 
way . 
Father B ertho ld g ets a great deal 
o f exo rcise by riding ho rseback neat 
West Bro o kly n alo ng the public hig h 
way s. 
This is the first time the priest 
has ever had such a narro w' escap 
fro m death, hut it will no t cause him 
to cease this kind o f exercise, which 
he so delig hts in taking. He is an e x ­ 
pert ho rseman.

■No waday s, o f co urse, a bluejacket, 
altho ugh subject to naval discipline, 
is in uo mo re danger o f being subject­ 
ed to co rpo ral punishment than is the 
average civilian. 
IBs o fficers are co urteo us, kindly and 
co nsiderate, and if his life is uo t a 
happy and co mfo rtable o ne lie has, in 
ninety -nine eases o ut o f a hundred,
